What was the price 
of lettuce then, and what was 
it during the strike? How 
much more was Bud making 
with his crews of unionized 
workers, who didn’t have any 
say so whatsoever when Bud 
decided to unionize them nine 
years ago? From a political 
point of view, why is it during 
our lettuce dispute, the Unit- 
ed States Army was making 
increases in their alotments 
of lettuce? Is Cesar Chavez 
a threat to our national se- 
curity, .or just’ a threat to 
those who make their = mil- 
lions off the minorities? How 
much are some of the gorw- 
ers paid in subsidies, and 
who is controlling the fight 
against the U.F.W.O.C. 

In reference to the “‘re- 
ligious shrine, exposed to the 
elements and surrounded by 
red flags, reminiscent of those 
of Nazi Germany.” The only 
thing we can say to a state- 
ment like that is, are you 
one of “those people’? who 
has been conditioned to think 
that all Roman Catholics are 
bad.
